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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to the applicant's communication, amending 
claims along with arguments, filed on 2//23/2004. 

Claim Rejections • 35 use § 102 

The following is a quotation of the approjDriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 1 02 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made In this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a 
patent granted on ah application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by 
the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 21,23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Jung et al (US 2002/0018912 A). 

Jung et al teaches growing organic film on ITO layer and irradiating light 
generated by mercury lamp, wherein in-adiation, having wavelength in the range 
of 100r200nm, is performed either during organic film deposition or subsequent 
to film deposition for polymerization of the organic film, which result compact film 
formation (see abstract, fig 1 and 2 and related description. 

Claims 1-11,1 9-20 are allowed. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 21 , 23 have been considered 
but af6 moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 
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Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection 
presented in this Office action.
